Energy, than the Excellent St. Cyprian Bifhop ol 
Carthage, in hts noble Remonftrance to Demesria- 
nus, the Roman Governor, and a Perfecutor cf the 
Harmlefs, the Inoffenfive Chriftians, 

Q. What is a Comet 2 

A. As the ancient Philofophers differ'd in their 
Opinions concerning the nature of Comets, 10 Ars 
ftotle propofes His Opinion among the reft, and af- 
firms, thar Comers are Hut and Dry Exbalations, 
fet on fire in the Atmofphere of the Earth, But as 
this palpably contradicts the Free courfes of Comets, 
fo no account can be given, why, if they are in- 
flam'd Exhalations, they thon’d be feen fo long a 
time, as they often are, namely, feveral Months 
together. 

The beft Modern Aftronomers believe them co be 
a fort of Planers, however, in feveral things they 
may differ from the feven Planets, But they A- 
gree with them in Rifing and Setting ; and as the 
Planets are fometimes Reirograde, at other times 
either Swifter or Slower according as the Motion of 
the Earch is either Agreable or Contrary to Their 
Moiion, fo it is with Comets, 
concluded to be compos'd of Vapors Exhal'd from 
their own Bodies. 

Q, Pray excufe my boldnefs, and pleafe to tell me, 
bow Crickets make te Great Noife they do? 

A. A Modern and Jearned Author has been of 
Opinion,that the noify finging of Crickets procced- 
ed from a Pipe in their Belly ; burt he is contra. 
dicted in that by another Modernand Curious Ana- 
romift, who fays, that Pipe ferves only for the pat. 
fage of Excrements, and afcribes that noile to a ve. 
ry dry Membrane or thin Skin folded up like a Fan 
and faftned under the Wing to a very long Tendon, 
as it may be found by trya!l in a dead Cricket, by 
any one who knows how to draw that Tendon with 
dexterity. Here it will not be amifs to obferve from 
the fame Author thar the Afrscans are fo extreamly 
pleasd with the Mafick of thofe Crickets, that they 
lull them{elves afleep with it, and keep abundance 
of them in pretty genree! Cafes, paying a very con- 
fiderable Price for them, efpecially at Fez the moft 
polifh'd City of all africa, 

Q. W0 was Zoroafter ? 

A, There were two of the Ancients call'd by thar 
name, a Chaldean anda Perfian. The one is re- 
puted to have been the Author of the Cha/dean Phi- 
olophy, the orher of rhe Perfian Philofophy. Bur 
the Particulars reported of them both /@ roo fabu- 
lous to be depended on. 

Q. Whether the Roman Youth (namely, of the 
verter fort) were not generally brought up to plead at 
the Bar ¢ 

A, No wonder thar they were (during the time 

f che Republick) fince They, who con’d Plead 
nett, bid the faireft for Preferment. The ableft O- 
rarors had a wonderful influence upon the people, 
at whofe Difpofal were all Employments, whether 
Civitor Military. The two Gracchi, Tiberius and 
Bows, 2bundantly verify, how powerfully Rheto. 
cic prevail’d upon the Romans, fince by their per- 
‘uafive Eloquence they rais'd fuch Commotions in 
the Common-wealth. Since He, who cou'd hand. 


Their Tails are, 


fomely defend his Client, gain’d him to his Party; 
this muft be admitted as one reafon, why the Able@ 
Pleaders, who never wanted for Clients, teldom 
fail’d to obtain, whatever Advancement they ftood 
Candidates for, And thus the Orators hada three. 
fold advamtage with reipeét to their Promotion jn 
in the Srate ; the Prorection.of their Cliencs ; the 
Delight, which the common peopie took in hearing 
Eloquent Speeches; and the irrefiltible force of 
their Harangues, by which they coud Carry almogt 
what they pleas d.As thofe of Presor and Conful were 
the Principal Employmenrs, fo thofe OfficesssNe. 
ceffarily requicd the Qualifications of an Orator, 
And as it was the office of the Tribunes of the Peo. 
ple to Protect the Commons fom the Infuits of the 
Nobility, fo They cou’d be no ways gualified to 
Difcharge their Office, who were not Converfant 
inthe Exercife of the Bar. Nay, thofe Youths, 
who were intended for the Army, tho the Gown 
and the Swerd feem fo widely diferent, cou'd nor 
reafonably expect an Honourable Poft, till they had 
Previoufly obtain'd a competent reputation in the 
Forum, And therefore 1 is Obierv'd, that there wag 
feldom any Perfon Eminentin Arms, but what was 
alfo an able Barrefter. = Fulius C.c/ar himtelf, that 
Viétorious General, had {carcely a Superior at the 
Bar, excepting Cicero. Excepting that Cicero, who 
ow'd it Principally to his Uncommon Eloquence, 
that he pafsd thro’ all the Confiderable Employ. 
ments of the State with {uch wonderful applaute, 
Pompey the Great, tho’ he declin’d Pleading during 
the Intermiffions of War, after he had made a fie 
gure in the World, yet he ow’'d his firft Rite to the 
common Method. And the Fxcellent Defer:ce,which 
he made for,;himfelf, under an Accufation, whie as 
yet but a Beardlefs Boy, pav'd the way to his after 
Greatnefs. And tho’ he obtain’d not the Command 
of the Army, in the Mithridatic War, by his Own, 
he yet obtain'd it by Another's Eloquence, 

We cannot therefore wonder, that as foo as 
Children were fit for a Grammar School, it was 
their Principal bufinefs ro learn how to {peak well, 
And to in{pire them with an Inclination for the Bar, 
they were commanded to repeat the Twelve Lables, 
which contain’d the Roma Laws. And that the Ex- 
ercife of the Forum might afterwards be look'd upon 
as their Diverfion as well as Bufinefs.ic was a com- 
mon Play among them to Plead Caufes before cho- 
fen Judges of their own Companions, to Accufe one 
another, and Commit the Guilry. As there were 
Profeffors of Rhetoric, fo the Roman Youths were 
oblig’d to give a conftant attendance on the Pub- 
Ick Lectures. At 17 years of age they made a 
foleinn entrance on the ftudy of Pleading,and chole 
for their Pattern fome famous Orator of Greece, 
fuch as Demofthenes, Alfchines, &c. according as 
their Genius led them.
